" PROGRESS" REPORTED, BUT NO SPECIFICS. MAJOR POINT MADE WAS THAT 
"FURTHER NEGOTIATIONS ARE ENVISAGED, PROBABLY AT A HIGHER LEVEL." 
ROLES OF SWAPO AND U.N. APPARENTLY REMAIN KEY UNRESOLVED ISSUES. 
AFRIKAANS PAPER POINTEDLY USED TERM " NAMIBIA" INSTEAD OF USUAL 
"SWA." END SUMMARY. 

1 . JOHANNESBURG'S "DIE VADERLAND" APRIL 29 SPLASHED HEADLINE ON 
FRONT PAGE " NAMIBIA: SETTLEMENT POSSIBLE." REPORT SAID SETTLEMENT 
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COULD RESULT FROM ENVISAGED FURTHER TALKS, BUT ALSO COULD BE 
TORPEDOED BY " MILITANT POSTURE OF MARXIST-ORIENTED SWAPO." REPORT 
QUOTED NAMELESS WESTERN DIPLIMATS CLOSE TO CAPE TOWN TALKS SAYING 
" MAJOR TASK NOW TO CONVINCE SWAPO TO PARTICIPATE IN FOUR-CORNERED 
TALKS WITH WEST, SAG AND TURNHALLE." ( PLEASE NOTE" POST BELIEVES

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2. SAME PAPER EDITORIALIZED TALKS " PROBABLY ACCORDED TOO MUCH 
DRAMATIC ANTICIPATION. IMPRESSION DEVELOPED THAT TALKS WERE MAKE 

OR BREAK FOR SWA. WE DON'T AGREE. SUCCESS OF TALKS SHOULD BE MEASURED 
IN TERMS OF WHETHER THEY OPEN WAY FOR FURTHER TALKS AT HIGHER LEVEL. 
THE WESTERN DELEGATES NOT SO SENIOR OR INFLUENTIAL THAT FINAL 
AGREEMENT COULD BE REACHED THROUGH THEM. DESPITE VEIL OF SECRECY 
OVER TALKS, THERE REMAINS POSSIBILITY OF SUCCESS. THERE IS 
SPECULATION ABOUT NEW SUMMIT ON HIGHER LEVEL- WITH POSSIBLE SWAPO
